Ohio Valley Gas Corporation serves customers along the Texas Gas Transmission mains in 
Greene and Knox Counties; Arthur, Ayrshire, Campbelltown, Winslow, and rural areas in Pike 
County; Cass, Curryville, Dugger, Farmersburg, Hymera, New Lebanon, Shelburn, Sullivan, and 
rural areas in Sullivan County; and Blackhawk, Riley, and rural areas in Vigo County; all in 
Indiana.
